A bill has been Introduced Into the Amer-

ican Congress to repeal the pilot la w of Wash-
ington Territory. This statute compel ves-

sels bound for American ports on Puget
Sound to take pilots, or par baifnllotage.
The law gives great dissatisfaction to owners
of shipping bound there, and if malnt ined
will materially increase the rates of frelsht.

In regard to the San Juan Island dispute,
yet unsettled betweeen the American and
British governments, the Cu'onut has the
following:

The Washington correspon-
dents are counting the San Juan chicken as.
American property, before the process of in-

cubation has fairly commenced. Tbe New
Tork Urrald correspondent says : " TheSan
Juan difficulty is being somewhat discussed
In official circles, and if the treaty on the
subject is of the character supposed, it may
be regarded as a complete backing down on
the part of Great Britain. The San Juan
controversy has been the subject of diploma-ti- e

correspondence for nearly fifty years, the
question involved being as to what consti-
tutes tbe boundary line. In 1S4G a treaty
was concluded fixing the boundary Hne as
westward aiocg the fortv-nin- e parallel of
north latltnde to tbe middle of the channel
separating the Continent from Vancouver
Island, and southerly through the middle of
the said channel and of tbe Fuca Straits to
the Pacific Ocean. A controversy grew out
of the wording of this treaty, England con-
tending that Rosario Straits was the channel
referred to, and the United States holding
that the channel alluded to was the Canal de
Hire. If the English construction could be
maintained, it would give them all tbe Islands
In the Haro Archipelago Including the Island
of San Juan. This was stoutly refused by
our Government, and finally led to the ap-

pointment of a Commission to adjust the
difficulties. The Commission, after deliber-
ating several months were unable to agree,
and from that time, 1S57, to the present day,
there has been a Joint occupation ofSan Juan,
and several times hostilities seemed Inevita-
ble. If,assupposed,tbeEo!rlishGovernment
has receded from its old position on the sub
ject. It will be seen that we acquire undis
puted right to a large slice ol territory."

What sciesce owes to Missioxastes.
Far away upon the extreme verge of civili-
zation, or isolated from It entirely, are a
corps of humble workers. Bearing the s

of merer to the lands that sit in dark- -
cess, they gather np scattered pearls ofknow-ledg- e

and send them back to enrich the stores
of those, who, laboring in another field, are

with them in the elevation of
the race. Scarcely any one of sciences can
claim that they have not been indebted to
missionaries for valuable facts. Tbe scien-
ce of philology, ethnology, archeology,
geography, and zoology, have, however,
received more aid from them than many
others. An exchange makes the following
remarks in reference to this subject:

To Dr. Livingstone, the distinguished
missionary explorer, is the world Indebted
for the most of its knowledge of the interior
of Africa; and it now appears that the first
discoveries cf the soarces of Nile were made
by missionaries. Some missionaries of the
Church Missionary Society in East Africa,
is order to acquaint themselves with the
satire tribes, made exploring tours to tbe
interior, in one of which they discovered a
snow mountain, and after a time another.
The statements which they sent to England
were at first received with incredulity and
ridicule. After some time they reported
that the natives declared that there was a
great inland sea; when the Royal Geogra-
phical Society sent out an expedition, which
resulted in tbe famous discoveries by Cap-
tain Speke and Grant and Sir Samuel Baker
of the creat lakes, called by them the Vic-
toria Nyanza and the Albert Nyanza, tbe
sources of tbe great river of Egypt."

Dr. Cane received valuable aid and coun-
sel from the Moravian missionaries, on the
coast of Greenland, in his celebrated Arctic
explorations. The Catholie priests who
penetrated the wilds of America, intent up-
on the conversion of the tavace. contribut
ed largely to the early knowledge of the
geography of tbe American eontainent, and
the information given by missionaries in
China and Japan has been the origin of the
negotiations which have resulted in the open-
ing of the ports of those countries to com-
merce and drill ration.

What the interior of this globs ft ourt hoM,
whether it it a solid. a.Tofa or vaewsM, a
seething mass ef taoHs rocks, a rloba af
liquid lire, we do not reauy aaow. am wo-e-

nemena or eanaqaases, voteaaoas, ooniaa;
springs, etc. ; the iaereaxiag heat as the earth
is penetrated ; the fact that she tefrtri is
greater at the surface of the earth, or the tea
level, than above, it, and the eseape of inhaa-b- V

gas from artesian wells, seam ta point to
internal iirrx of fire. Centuries ago. these
nhenomena were noticed, aad their exittecc
Bred as aa evidence of a hell, tht locality of
which was the center of the earth. Mill, so
one of these, nor all taken to tether, is abso-
lute nroof of aa iaeasJesceat interior.

We have neveyet penetrated the erc.it of
tht globe, nor even probed the crater or a vol-

cano aad reached the great internal eiTity.
If the crust of .the earth Is, as has been d.

about thirty mile thick, the amount
of force cecessary to raise the taus of liquid
lava to the oriSee of a mountain Is simply In-

conceivable, and its effects oa the rurronding
walls and the surface would be sa&eieat to
materially ehaage tho physical characteristics
of the country for hundreds of mile arsand.
So, if tbe earthquake receives Its Impetus of
action and its almost Incalculable power from
the agitation of an internal sea of liquid Igne-
ous matter, ecutned within a crust of thirty
miles in thickness, aad the throes of this sea
are transmitted and communicated through
this mass to the surface, would tho most disas-
trous earthquake known to history or tradition
be suBeient to account for the exercise of inch
a power? Tho force that could move, or
break, or shake the crust of the globe would
be sufficient to turn our continent" into bot-

tomless Seas aad oar oceans into monntainoul
deserts. At most, we hare a shaking of tho
surface, a raperseial disturbance of the ocean ;
but no disappearance of tho sea throcgh some
cavity reaching tho molten eenterof the globe,
and no vomiting forth of a consequent mass
of steam, vapor, and lava suSeient to destroy
all animal life, and to make the earth a desert.
Volcanoes and earthquakes may be aeconnted
for without descending to lo great a depth.
If the earth's surface it thirty miles thick,
there is ample room for the reservoirs of all
the materials necessary for
the production of eruptions and earthquakes.
That this crust is not solid or homogeneous Is
aot oaly proved by theories based on analo-
gous truths, hut is actually demonstrated by
mining, and tho existence of

caverns, with plains, aad hills, aad
lake; a subterranean landscape. The increas-
ing heat of the earth below the surface no
more demands a vast internal, furnace for Its
existence than does the superior temperature
at the earth's surface over the inferior temper-
ature of the cloud lino or the mountain tops.
Both may be assigned to the same, or a sim-
ilar cause, that of weight or pressure, or both
combined. What other ocult or unknown
causes, as electricity, magnetism, gaivanie
agencies, the nature of which we do not un-

derstand, it is immaterial now to Inquire.
SuEce it to say, that we know that the earth'
crust (to use a familiar term without assenting
to the theory of the believers in the Igneous
philosophy) is not solid, and that it contains
explosive and inftamahle gases which may be
sufficient In quantity aad powerful enough In
explosive and dangerous quality toproducaall
the phenomena of volcanic eruptions and
earth shakings. The dificulty of accounting
for the extended character of these latter phe-
nomenaearthquakes is no greater than if
tho theory of an internal globe of liquid fire
be accepted, as is evident by the statements
made by the supporters of that theory of the
thickness of the earth's crust.

That the earth (not merely its interior, but
the crust of the globei is a gas holder, it
would be nonsensical to deny. AU our coal,
whether bitaminous or anthracite, contains
inflamable gases ; coal mines are infested with
it, and many of tho delvers in their depths
annually lose their lives by its explosion,
either from accidental causes or spontaneous
ignition.

No one who is at all acquainted with the
business of boring for oil will deny that emis-
sions of inflammable gas are a necessary con-

comitant to well boring. In the oil regions
this gas is frequently and extensively used as
fuel for driving the engines, or rather for gen.
crating steam. A notable instance is one wa
mentioned twenty-on- e months ago. In that
article wa spoke of a large manufactory in
Erie, Pa., the machinery of which was driven
aad the buildings lighted by the gas from aa
uaprodaetire oil well. The establishment ti
that of U. Jareekl Co., brass workers. For
more than two years they hare led gas by
means of three-inc- h iron pipe from an unsuc-
cessful oH well, 1,500 feet distant from the
manufactory, and used it as fuel for their boil-

ers and as lights for their work. The flow is
never stopped, never changed in amount of
pressure; the gas is of good lighting proper-
ties, and when at night or on Sundays the
works are stopped, the gas still comes, at
night being lighted at tbe mouth of a pipe, of
two or two and a half inches diameter, situ-

ated near the top of the main building. Tbe
light is sufficient to illuminate several streets
and squares In every direction, and tho escap-
ing gas makes a noise as of escaping steam,
that may be heard at a long distance, while
the gas flame is aot less than four or five feet
high. Scientific American,

Iioigeatiox. Since 1790 six millions,
five hundred thousand Immigrants have come
from Europe to tbe United States, and statis-
ticians estimate that these with their descend-
ants to-d- fnlly amount to twenty millions,
or about one half our entire population. Be-
tween IS30 and ISO the namber of foreigners
who landed on our shores was 241,400 ; Be-
tween lSTand 1840 there1 were 526.060 ; be--'
tween ISM and 1S50, 1,553,300; between
1S5CT and 1SG0, 2,707,621. Tbe annual average
of Immigration since 1830 has been 320,009.
Actual Investigation has proved that every
man, woman and child brings with them,
about 90. This would give in the aggre-
gate an annual receipt of 30,000,000 In gold.
Estimating each immigrant's labor at fife
hundred dollars a year, the annual Immigra-
tion would add one hundred and fifty mill-
ions a year to tbe wealth of the country.
